SHANGHAI, Dec. 3.—(Friday) 
One Japanese soldier, one Japa- 


nese civilian and two policemen 
were wounded today when an uni- 
dentified person threw a hand 
grenade during a “victory” pa- 
rade of 5,000 Japanese troops 
through the International Settle- 
ment. 

A Chinese member of the Set- 
tlement police shot the assailant 
to death. 

The bomb was thrown into the 
marching Japanese at the corner 
of Kwangsi and Nanking roads, 
mear the end of the parade. 

Cavalry in Pursuit. 

Japanese cava swarmed out 
of the line after the man. Japa- 
nese infantrymen with bayonets 
and Settlement police with drawn 
revolvers pursued as he fled down 
an alley. 

Nanking road was immediately 
blocked off-to all traffic and pe- 
destrians, and the parade con- 
tinued across the Garden bridge 
into Hongkew, Japanese-controlled 
section of the Settlement. 

The “victory parade” was held 
despite protests of American and 
-other foreign officials and muni- 
cipal authorities who held the 
demonstration provided opportu- 
nity for a possible fateful inci- 


dent. 
Tanks as Escort. 

Tanks and armored cars escort- 
ed the stocky little Nipponese 
through the Settlement while 
warplanes flew overhead. 

Officially, the parade was de- 
scribed as a “transfer of troops 
from Jessfield to Hongkew” (from 
the west of the International Set- 
tlement to its eastern part.) 

Japanese officials and officers, 
however, said the procession was 
symbolic of Japanese conquests in 
China and of Japan’s might.

the foreign area, removed barbed 
wire barricades under direction of 
Major General A. P. D. Telfer-

Aiken, 40, was on the way yes- 
terday to Atlanta from San An- 
gelo, Texas, where he was arrested 
Sunday, told police of that city he 
married Reba Nowlin last May. 

The Nowlin woman is in San 
Angelo jail under $750 bond on a 
charge of possessing narcotics. Ar- 
rested with Aiken two weeks ago, 
she faces grand jury action on 
the narcotics charges, according to 
reports from Texas. 

Aiken is due in Atlanta today. 
He is accompanied on his journey 
here by Sheriff N. N. Hughes and 
Warden E. J. Nix, of Nashville, 
Georgia. 

Aiken was convicted here for 


The marriage of Sam F. Aiken,¢the murder of his first wife, Mrs. 


Annie Mae Aiken, at their home 
on Cooper street. He escaped 
from Fulton tower on August 31, 


1930, while being held under death 
sentence. 

Three years later the law caught 
up with Aiken in Houston, Texas. 
He had remarried and was living 
as a respectable citizen. Large- 
ly through efforts of his second 
wife, Governor Talmadge cam- 
muted- Aiken’s death sentence to 
life imprisonment. 

It is this wife whose where- 
abouts are being sought. 

Aiken made his second escape 
last April 16, when he walked 
from the Berrien county chain

$900,000 SOUGHT 
BY SILENT WIFE 


Brunette Says Publishing 
Executive’s Son, Already 
Married, Promised Fund 


NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—-(4)—-Su- 
preme Court Justice O’Brien re- 
served decision today in a_ suit 
brought by Mrs. Marion Gustin 
Aligeyer, of New Orleans, who 
seeks to collect about $900,000 
from a man she accuses of mar- 
rying her while he already had 
a wife and children. 

Mrs. Allgeyer, a dark-eyed bru- 
nefte, said the defendant, Howard 
E. Spaulding, son of an executive 
of the Curtis Publishing Company, 
had failed to keep a promise to 
give her half of a $2,000,000 legacy 
for remaining silent about the al- 
legedly bigamous marriage. 

Attorneys for Spaulding pro- 
duced a New York banker, Law- 
rence S, Critchell, who said he had 
been involved in a similar marital 
mixup with Mrs. Allgeyer before 
she met Spaulding, 

Mrs. Allgeyer, who said she was 
a descendant of the surgeon to 
Emperor Maximillian, of Mexico, 
testified she became Spaulding’s 
wife at Milwaukee in 1925 and 
soon afterward learned he had a 
wife and children. 

Mrs. Ethelyn Dryer Hailand, of 


Chicago, told of introducing Spaul- 
ding to Mrs. Allgeyer at a dinner 
party in a Chicago hotel in 1925. 
She said Spaulding mentioned his 
wife and children in Mrs. Allgey- 
er's presence. 

After reserving decision in Mrs. 
Allgeyer’s suit, Justice O’Brien be- 
gan hearing testimony in a coun- 
ter action brought by Spaulding, 
who seeks the $160,000 he gave the 
woman. 

Spaulding testified that when he 
met Mrs. Allgeyer, he mentioned 
he had a wife and children, but 
“she argued that marriage laws 
are man-made and that we could 
get married in Milwaukee secret- 
ly.” He testified they were married 


GEORGE ASKS LINT 


Amendment Would Give 
Three Cents Per Pound 
as Price Adjustment. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS, 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Antici- 


pating the adoption of compulsory 
crop control provisions for cot- 
ton, Senator Walter F. George, of 
Georgia, today 
amendment to the pending admin- 
istration farm bill providing for 


immeédiate payment of three cents 
a pound price adjustment on cot- 
ton 


The effect of the amendment, 
Senator George said, would be to 
offer a marked stimulus to busi- 
ness by releasing to farmers $15 
per bale on the current year crop 
now held, without waiting for the 
price adjustment payments to be 
made next summer. 

In offering the amendment, he 
pointed to statements of Secretary 
of Agriculture: Wallace as indi- 
cating that the administration will 
insist on compulsory control for 
cotton. 

“If we are to have compulsory 
control,” the Georgia senator said, 
“there no longer will be any rea- 
son for deferring price adjust- 
ments until it is determined 
whether cotton farmers comply. 
They will have to comply to ob- 
tain future benefits under the pro- 
gram. 

“Release of the three cents a 
pound price adjustment payment 
will be in line with President 
Roosevelt’s recent suggestion to 
government departments for im- 
mediate purchase of supply re- 
quiremefits for the coming year 
as a means of stimulating busi- 
ness.” 

Similar Effect In South. 

He pointed out that the cotton 
price adjustment funds would 
have a similar effect in the soyth, 
increasing the farmers’ buying 
power and thus helping business 
generally. Much of the present

They: then 
look into the couple’s reputation 
for honesty and morality and their 
fitness for child training. Out-of- 
state applicants must abide by reg- 
ulations of their own states re- 
specting child placement. 

A year must elapse before final 
adoption papers are signed—a year 
in which the society satisfies itself 
oe the child fits into its new

VIENNA, Dec. 2.—(#)—Prince 
Ernest Rudiger von Starhemberg, 
former vice chancellor, was mar- 
ried today before only 23 persons 
to the pretty Viennese actress, 
Nora Gregor, in historic St. Jos- 
ef’s church, which was erected as 
a memorial to his ancestors’ vic- 
tory over the Turks in 1683. 

Von Starhemberg, long known 
in Austrian politics as “the unpre- 
dictable Prince,” then left with his 
bride on a honeymoon. 

The Prince’s plans were not an- 
nounced but his bride told friends 
she would be back in Vienna in 


ceremony because of its intimate 
association with their romance as 


well as the von Starhemberg fam- 
ily. They often met there, she 
said, after falling in love in 1933. 


Von Starhemberg was first mar- 
ried in 1928 to Countess Marie de 


Salm-Reifferscheidt-Raitz. They 
had no children and in the last 
four years she had withdrawn al- 
most entirely from Vienna’s social 
life. The marriage was annulled 
after proceedings lasting 
than a year.

$20,000,000 Program Cred- 
ited With Safeguarding 
‘Graveyard of Aviation.’ 


HARRISBURG, Dec. 2.—{A)— 
Rugged Pennsylvania, once dub- 
bed the “Graveyard of aviation, 
heard a $20,000,000 program cred-

The bill provided that the ma- 
chines would not be legal in a 
county unless petitioned for by 20 
per cent of the voters.

Appear Before Committee. 
Appearing before the committee 
vere J. B. Dinwiddie, of Atlanta,

Dinwiddie read the committee a'

“A rumor has been circulated 
that his company has sponsored, 
or is in favor of, the proposed in- 
crease in beer taxes in the state of 
Georgia, in the hope that such in- 
crease would cause the elimination

beers. The increase is such that 
the retailer cannot absorb it, and 
must necessarily pass it along to 
the buying public. It is a well- 
known fact that any increase in 
the retail prices will materially 
decrease the consumption of any 
product. 

Beer Tax Doubled. 


“The beer tax was doubled at! 


the regular session of the legisla- 
ture in the spring, and is now far 
in excess of the average state tax 
throughout the country. It is 
grossly unfair for the legislature to 
single out one industry, 
gives employment to thousands of 
people, and require that industry 
to carry such a large part of the 
state’s excess tax requirements.” 

Blair Said that it was impossible 
for the dealers to absorb the tax 
and that it must be passed on to 
the consumer. 

“It definitely means the end to 
the 10-cent bottle of beer and the 
5-cent glass,” Blair said. “Al- 
ready the beer people are stagger- 
ing under the $2.50 tax but we 
would like very much to have it 
continued to see just how much 
revenue it would produce.” 

Blair contended that the tax will 
“kill the goose that lays the gold- 
en egg. ” 

New Collection Method. 

“The folks supporting this bill 
contend that the increase in reve- 
nue this year is due to the increase 
in taxes voted in the regular ses- 
sion,” the Marietta attorney said. 
“That is not quite true. A great 
deal of the increase is due to the 
fact that there has been estab- 
lished a new method of collecting 
the tax and that this new method 
is working out good.” 

He contended that the new 
Georgia tax would be the largest 
tax in the nation. 

“It will be larger even than in 
South Carolina,” he asserted. “In 
South Carolina the other taxes

Representatives of both beer 
distributors and beer retailers ap- 
peared before the temperance 
committee yesterday opposing the 
bill, but although no one appeared 
in support of the measure the 
pleas of the beer industry went 
unanswered and the committee 
voted prompt approval to the bill 

Will Boost Yield. 

Speaker Harris, who drew the 
beer bill and steered it through 
the house, has estimated that it 
will boost the beer tax yield from 
$1,000,000 a year to $2,250,000 a 
year. The beer tax money is al- 
located to the Department of Edu- 
cation for school books and other 
purposes. This revenue, according 
to the administration, is needed to 
complete the school program 
which was enlarged when 200,000 
new students enrolled in the com- 
mon schools. 

The inheritance tax as approved 
will add $500,000, according to 
Representative Marshall, who 
pleaded for approval of the bill 
“because it taxes the wealthy in- 
stead of the living poor.” 

This bill drew strong opposition 
from both Simmons and Carmi- 
chael but obtained equally strong 
support from Floor Leader Sutton. 
Representative McNall, of Chat- 
ham county, one of the labor lead- 
ers of the assembly, likewise spoke 
in support of the bill. 

Meanwhile, the house ways and 
means committee took up the new 
intangibles classifications bill and 
referred it to a committee of five 
which will be appointed later by 
Chairman Freeman. 

Views Outlined. 

Superintendent of Banks R. E. 
Gormley outlined the views of 
bankers generally toward the bill 
in a speech before the full com- 
mittee. No action was taken other 
than the reference to the subcom- 
mittee. 

The important committee actions 
came after the senate had adopted 
the Rivers-sponsored civil service 
bill, guided through the upper 


*! branch of the assembly by Senator 


Ennis, of Milledgeville, and the 
house had spent the day transact- 
ing routine business. 

As passed by the senate the En- 
nis civil service bill was changed 
somewhat from the tenets laid 
down by its author. On the fi- 
nal roll call 28 senators voted to 
approve the measure while 20 vot- 
ed against it, The bill now goes to 
the house. 

The senate’s action came after a 
long debate during which spon- 
sors of Governor Rivers’ bill said 
it would make jobs of state em- 
ployes more secure, provide. more 
efficient personne] and avoid pa- 
tronage raids with each change 
in elections. 

Opponents of the measure said 
it would only “legislate” present 
workers into their jobs for life 
and pave the way for a pension 
system for retiring employes, at 
state expense. 

House Has Quiet Day. 

While the senate struggled with 
the measure, the house had a quiet 
day but some of the bills offered 
in the lower branch. had poten- 
tialities for plenty of “fireworks.” 

Among bills introduced in the 
house were these: 

By Thomas, of Chattooga, and 
Claxton, of Camden, to legalize 
horse racing and dog racing in 
Georgia. 

By Evans, of McDuffie and oth- 
ers, to repeal the state milk con- 
trol law (adopted by the legisla- 
ture early this year). 

By Allison and Tapp, of Gwin- 
nett, to double the tax on cigars, 
cigarets and other tobacco prod- 
ucts. 

By Evans, of McDuffie, and 
Blease, of Brooks, to prohibit any 
legislator receiving pay from “the 
state government or its agencies 
for any special services rendered 
during his term of office,” except 
for legislative duty. 

Plan Attacked. 

In addition, the house received 
a resolution by Evans, of McDuf- 
fie, and Guyton, of Effingham, at- 
tacking the state’s plan to collect 
intangible taxes by giving a per- 
centage of the collections to a spe- 
cial tax investigator. 

The resolution particularly crit- 
icized a contract recently made by 
Comptroller General W. B. Har- 
rison and the state revenue com- 
mission with John Armistead, At- 
lanta tax investigator, to collect 
$.00,000,000 in ad valorem taxes 
on intangibles on a commission 
basis. 

Meanwhile, the first legislation 
completed at the session which be- 
gan November 22 went to Gov- 
ernor Rivers’ desk for his signa- 
ture. It was a resolution approving 
the Governor’s suspension of a 
tax law requiring a fee of $2 from 
individuals an 1 $10 from corpora- 
tions filing income tax returns, 
where no income tax is paid. ~ 

Senate Fight. 

The sharpest senate fight cen- 
tered around what should be done 
about those now in the state em- 
ploy. By amendment, non-com- 
petitive examinations were or- 
dered for those employes. If em- 
ployes are found inefficient or in- 


capable, they go off the payroll

IN INSURANCE CASE 


Petition Seeking to Collect 
$42,555.40 Overruled by 
State Supreme Bench. ~~ 


A petition seeking to « collect 
$42,555.40 from the Pacolet Manu- 
facturing Company, of Gainesville, 
for allegedly accepting $851,108.64 
insurance money from insurance 
firms not licensed under Georgia 
law was overruled yesterday in 
a four-to-two decision by the 
Georgia supreme court. 

Sydney Weiss, contending that 
as “informer” for the state he 
stood to receive half of a 10 per 
cent penalty on the textile plant, 
charged the Pacolet Company had 
comune totaling $1,500,000 with 
nsurance companies not licensed 
to do business in Georgia. He fur- 
ther charged the company had not 
notified the state insurance com- 
missioner of the issuance of the 
policies in order that the state li- 
cense fee could be collected. 

Based on ’35 Act. 

The action is based on a 1935 act 
of the legislature which provides 
for a 10 per cent penalty on poli- 
cies issued by outside companies 
not licensed in Georgia. Under the 
law, sponsored by insurance men 
of Georgia, the state receives half 
of the penalty, with the informer 
getting the other half. 

The Pacolet Mills plant, destroy- 
ed by the Gainesville tornado of 
April, .1936, was practically re- 
built by the insurance companies 
at cost of $851,108.64, the petition 
alleged. 

Judge B. P. Gailliard in Hall 
superior court ruled in favor of 
the informer when the Pacolet 
Company filed a demurrer to the 
petition. The supreme court, how- 
ever, ruled the demurrer should 
have been upheld because the poli- 
cies in question were issued out- 
side the state and that the petition 
failed to set forth a cause of action 


by its failure to say whether poli-; 


cies were issued or accepted in the 
state.

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AMERICANS IN CHINA 
The sympathy of all American; will be ex- 


- tended to the group of women and children who 


are reported to be marooned in the area where 
sanguinary fighting is now proceeding between 
the Chinese and Japanese, as well as to mem- 
bers of their families and their friends. 

The little group is apparently in precarious 
position and the stage appears to be set for 
tragedy. 

The reason for the presence of these Ameri- 
can women and children in the heart of the 
war arena has not been made plain. Ample 
time for them to move to a place of safety has 
elapsed since the American government warned 
all its citizens in China that they would re- 
main within range of hostilities only at their 
own peril. 

If devotion to duty has impelled these peo- 
ple to remain at mission posts, they are due 


admiration for sacrifice and fearless disregard — 


of personal safety. 

However, their presence in the danger zone, 
after full warning had been given, means that 
whatever the outcome they alone are responsi- 
ble. ‘Phere is no vestige of responsibility upon 
the American government or upon the Ameri- 
can people for any danger incurred by citizens 
who were given every opportunity to move to a 
place of safety. 

Once again it must be emphasized that mis- 
taken emotional reaction must not be permitted 
to temptithis country into any action which 
might involve it in an embroilment 11,000 miles 
away, in a portion of the world of no conse- 
quential direct interest to this nation. 

Everyone will hope that the marooned group 
of Americans gets out safely and everyone will 
approve any action which will help their es- 
cape. But at the same time it must be realized 
that they are in their present position upon 
their own responsibility and that the conse- 
quences, whatever they may be, are not grounds 
for national action.

RURAL USE OF ELECTRICITY 

Four rural electrification “schools,” to be 
held in Georgia during December, wil! demon- 
strate the latest improvements in electrical 
equipment for farm use and will explain how 
the modern agriculturist can make the best and 
‘most profitable use of power in his operations. 

The “schools” are to be held in Savannah, 
Athens, Cordele and Atlanta and will be attend- 
ed by farm and home demonstration agents and 
other workers who will carry what they learn to 
the individual! farms in their home counties. 

Of recent years there has been rapid ex- 
tension of rural power lines in all parts of 
Georgia and present programs call for an even 
greater extension of this modern convenience 
in the next few years.

It will be by 
adoption of every possible labor-saving device 
and modern aid to production that the farmer 
of the future will be able to operate his lands

AN OBJECTIONABLE CLAUSE 

Although, as pointed out in a recent edi- 
torial in The Constitution, the bill relating to 
advertising signs along the highways of the 
state, introduced in the Georgia house of rep- 
resentatives by Representative Larsen, of Lau- 
rens county, is meritorious in its chief objec- 
tives, the measure contains a clause which 
a permit even greater abuses than now 
e€ 


Section 2 changes the present law, which 
prohibits advertising signs upon the right-of- 
way, to allow the erection of such signs, pro- 
vided they include route, direction or danger 
warnings, and provided they are permitted by 
the proper public road officials. 

Thus, instead of prohibiting signs on the 
right-of-way, as under the present law, all any 
advertiser would have to do to make his 
placards legal would be to have them contain a 
direction mark and obtain permission to erect. 
Under this regulation, it would be possible to 
clutter the right-of-way of every highway in 
the state with any type of sign. 


The present law, which prohibits right-of- 
way signs and requires the payment of a small 
annual fee for every advertising sign bordering 
the highway, is, actually, more honored in the 
breach than in the observance. Whatever im- 
provement in enforcement might result from 
the bill now pending would be nullified by the 
clause which opens the way to the erection of 
a new flood of road eyesores. Certainly this 
clause should be eliminated in the event the 
measure is enacted into law. 


LAGUARDIA MANEUVERS 

Mayor F. H. LaGuardia, of New York, has 
abandoned his nominal political affiliation with 
the Republicans and is now a member of the 
American Labor party. 

LaGuardia has never been a true party man. 
His party label has always been a matter of 
political expediency, and it is generally real- 
ized that any party platform to which he sub- 
Scribes will be chosen because of expediency to 
the LaGuardia future plans, rather than be- 
cause of any particular enthusiasm for the doc- 
trines asserted. 

The New York mayor has undoubtedly 
served his constituency well, in many respects, 
but always there has been the unspoken, but 
understood, background of personal ambition. 

That LaGuardia has an eye on the national 


campaign of either 1940 or 1944 is evident. It 


is probable he believes his move in formally 
joining the American Labor party may put him 
in line for the nomination by a third party in 
the next presidential race, or to strengthen his 
chances to secure nomination by one of the 
major parties. 

Unless there can be an amalgamation of 
more than one group, there is little prospect of 
any third-party candidate becoming a real fac- 
tor. The American Labor party, as it stands 
now, does not represent, in its membership, 
even a majority of organized labor in the coun- 
try. It is fairly strong in a few centers of large 
population, but throughout the country as a 
wholeis relatively unimportant. 

Developments of the future cannot be fore- 
told, and it is probably along this line of rea- 
soning that the New York mayor predicates his 
present program, He merely wants to be in 
position to seize opportunity if opportunity 
should come, and undoubtedly believes that, 
with the backing of the group he has joined, 
he would be in strategic position should there 
be a serious desertion of the old-line parties of 
the nation. But the chance of that situation 
arising appears at this time to be too remote 
for serious consideration.

A RUSSIAN-JAPANESE WAR NOT IMMINENT. 
(From The Louisville Courier-Journal.) 

Soviet Russia’s military preparations in Siberia 
and northwestern China indicate that the Japa- 
nese-Chinese conflict now nearing a close may 
have a second phase. The mopping up process 
west of Shanghai has for its purpose to crush the 
resistance of the Chinese Nationalists under 
Chiang Kai-shek, to the end that the puppet states 
to be carved out of North China may not be men- 
aced. It is the Japanese version of a war to end 
war. But even with the capture of Nanking and 
the surrender of Chiang’s forces, Japan’s political 
and economic control over the country will be 
menaced. Russia occupies a position not only to 
the north but on the flank, as Sovietized Inner 
Mongolia bears much the same relation to Moscow 
as Manchoukuo does to Tokio. 

But Russia’s activity is purely defensive. The 
Bolshevik state is a realist about war. A conflict 
with Japan would be the signal for an attack by 
Germany. The country. therefore, hopes to avoid 
a. collision and frequently backs down to prevent 
one. But the establishment of Japanese controlled 
states in Chahar. Suiyuan, Shansi, Hopeh and 
Shantung provinces threatens its own puppet state 
in China. 

Will Japan continue its struggle by attacking 
Inner Mongolia? Will it thus seek to safeguard 
its rule in North China? There is every reason 
why the Far Eastern empire should terminate 
hostilities as early as possible. Its economic and 
financial situation will not allow it to carry on a 
long war. In little more than four months it has 
gained most of its objectives, the most difficult 
being in crushing Nationalist opposition. 

Barring so-called incidents, another Russo- 
Japanese war is, therefore, not likely, at least not 
until Japan has recuperated from the present 
struggle.

great theater disaster one of these 
gala evenings, to be followed, no 
doubt, by a triple probe and more 
stringent regulations of the con- 
duct of those gay, irresponsible 
drunks, male and female, who 
strike matches and fire up cigaret 
lighters during the show and 
smoke cigarets all over the place 
during the intermissions. 

The wonder is that the panic 
hasn’t happened up to@pow, for 
the city firemen assigned to en- 
force regulations for the safety of 
the customers seem absolutely in- 
different to the risk which keeps 
theater managers in a_ constant 
state of fright, and which, com- 
bined with the nuisance of smally, 
chattering alcoholics, undoubtedly 
have driven some trade away from 
the box office. 

The firemen, members of the 
regular fire department, are sup- 
posed to be present in their offi- 
cial capacity, not as guests, and 
they have authority to call the 
cops and prosecute. The regula- 
tions are based on disasters of the 
past and the knowledge that a lit- 
tle flame, a whiff of smoke from 
a burning carpet or a cry of 
“Fire!” may start a stampede. 


Dangers The old admonition to 
I ed look about for the exit 
gnor lights and, in case of 
commotion, to walk, not run, to 
the nearest door is*still presented 
amid the clutter of ads and credit 
lines in the program, but it is 
only a perfunctory nod to tragic 
experience in view of the fact 
that firemen on duty permit the 
customers to strike lights to read 
the lineup. Ushers sometimes put 
in a word against the practice, but 
they are poor flunkeys without 
authority, and the man _ who is 
running the show does nothing, 
out of respect for the absurd dic- 
tum that the customer is always 
right, even though he burn down 
the house. 

The boss may, if he feels tough 
enough about it to make a fight, 
call a cop in from the sidewalk 
and make the complaint himself, 


-| but no showman wants to be a 


martyr in a suit for false arrest 
or kick up a row with some well- 
known town inebriate while his 
show is going on. 

So the responsibility is passed 
along to the city fireman, who is 
ballyhooed from time to time in 
rotogravure pictures for his acro- 
batics in the training school and 
who is assigned to the theater on 
full pay’ (an easy job for a loafer) 
to enforce certain plain, simple 
ordinances which are not argu- 
able. The firemen, however, have 
been so tolerant or indolent for 
years that small liberties have 
grown into confirmed customs, 
and little fires blink among the 
audiences, particularly on opening 
nights, to the horror of all who 
have not had the foresight to get 
drunk and regardless, too.

A Blase when the show is 

on. Women wear 
flimsy costumes and one unfortu- 
nate one was ignited in a lobby 
one night, being saved when well 
ablaze by some resourceful buck 
who wrapped his dinner jacket 
about her. You go ahead and 
imagine what might have hap- 
pened, though, if she had burst 
into flame from stem to, let us 
say, stern while reading the pro- 
gram by the light of a gasoline 
torch in the midst of the audi- 
ence with the lights out. 

Something very bad has hap- 
pened to the theater audience in 
New York, anyway. It is, say, 80 
per cent decent, but the peace, 
comfort and safety of the majority 
who go to the shows are violated 
by an element of rum pots of both 
sexes who come staggering in late, 
crawl over their betters to reach 
their seats, carry on their alco- 
holic babble above the reading of 
unhappy hams on the platform, 
and play with fire when in such 
a state that their own breath 
would burn like a blow torch. 

The theater has_ searched its 
conscience earnestly for faults 
and found many in the writing, 
casting, acting and scenery, but 
one of these nights some smart 
showman, either on the stage or 
in the house, will become a public 
hero by gouging a firebug out of 
the audience and with a firm, ac- 
curate punt in the pants kick him 
or her all the way up the aisle 
and across the lobby into the 
street. 

There seems to be no hope of 
any preventive work by the fire- 
men. Their job is to visit with 
the ushers, to dig out the bodies 


after the panic.

Britain in 
Quandary. 

NEW YORK—Lord Halifax, spe- 
cial emissary of the British cab- 
inet to Germany, has returned 
with a message from Adolf Hitler 
that has thrown all Britain in con- 
sternation. The well-meaning Brit- 
ish imagined that it was just nec- 
essary to sit down around the con- 
ference table with Herr Adolf and 
every difficulty would be smooth- 
ed out. They discovered for the 
second time that the German 
Chancellor does not take things 
that easy. When Sir John Simon 
and Captain Eden went to Berlin 
a couple of years ago to see Hitler 
on a good-will mission, they could 
not get a word in sideways. Adolf 
talked to them in a steady stream 
for two or three hours at the time. 
He did the same thing to Lord 
Halifax. 

Lord Halifax did learn, though, 
what Germany wants, what her 
immediate aims are. In the first 
place a free hand in  centra! 
Europe, that is to say in Austria 
and in Czechoslovakia. With re- 
gard to Austria»Herr Hitler wants 
an assurance that neither Britain 
nor France will interfere when he 
brings pressure to bear on Chan- 
cellor Schnusnig to include a few 
Nazis in the cabinet. These Nazi 
ministers will then proceed to get 
control of the election machinery 
and the Austrian people will be 
asked to hold a “free vote” on the 
question whether they want their 
country to be linked with Ger- 
many or not. Given the nature of 
Nazi-controlled elections, the out- 
come of such a vote is a foregone 
conclusion.

Next comes Czechoslovakia. Herr 
Hitler wants a promise of non- 
interference from Britain and 
France -.when he brings pressure 
to bear on Prague to give the Ger- 
man minority in the country a sort 
of autonomous standing. He fa- 
vors the cantonization of Czecho- 
slovakia on the Swiss model, that 
is to say with independent federal 
states, one for the Czechs, one for 
the Slovaks, another for the Hun- 
garians and still another for the 
Germans. Once free, to a certain 
extent, from the central govern- 
ment in Prague the German canton 
will, under the influence of Nazi 
agitators, begin a movement for 
complete independence. They 
might rise in revolt against Prague. 
In that event Herr Hitler wants 
freedom to support the insurgents

W. W. Gaines was addressing @ 
group of teachers in our church 
the other night, and he told us of 
a statement he had come upon 
that very day from Patrick Henry. 
Someone asked Patrick Henry to 
name the type of service which 
meant the most to society. He an- 
swered: 

. “The folks that fill the most gul- 
es.” 

Evidently, they were already 
suffering from erosion in those 
early days, and the use of this 
term in Patrick Henry’s answer 
must have found ready meaning. 
Certainly we would have no dif- 
ficulty in understanding the term 
in our day and generation when 
we behold hillsides washed into 
frightening gullies. And I believe 
we will agree that in a literal sense 
any man is a benefactor who can 
fill up some of these gullies and 
bring back productivity to harvest 
fields.

Negro Denies Killing Man 
Found in Fire Ruins, 
Attempts to Flee. 


ALBANY, Dec. 2.—(#)—Police 
Chief C. Ray reported a negro sus- 
pected of stabbing to death 
Charles E. Taylor, 48, and setting 
fire to the small store where his 
body lay, was fatally shot re- 
sisting arrest today.

Within four blocks of 
that destination, Chief Ray said, 
the prisoner turned on Denson 
and attempted to wrest away his 
pistol. 

Chief Ray said he shot the negro 
in attempting to.protect Denson. 

He reported a paper sack con- 
taining nearly $6 in small change 
was found on the negro. He said 
that slot machines in Taylor’s 
store had been robbed. 

The negro, Chief Ray said, was 
employed at a veneer plant here.

Appetite and Metabolism. 

Everybody but the doctor knows 
what appetite is. Metabolism is 
the chemical process of life. | 

Best and Taylor’s “Physiological 
Basis of Medical Practice” (Wm. 
Wood & Co., 1937) says: 

“Loss of appetite is an early and 
specific effect of vitamin B de- 
ficiency, being evident some time 
before the appearance of polyneu- 
ritis. .. It is probable that the 
anorexia (loss of appetite) is, in 
part at least, secondary to a re- 
laxed state of the gastro-intestinal 
musculature (muscle coat of stom- 
ach and bowel), the suppression of 
the digestive secretions (stomach 
and pancreas), and the reduction 
in motor activity of the gastro-in- 
testinal tract which have been 
shown by Cowgill and associates to 
be important features of vitamin 
B deficiency. McCarrison produc- 
ed atony (flabbiness) and degen- 
eration of the mucous membrane 
of the colon in monkeys by feed- 
ing diets lacking in vitamin B but 
of high carbohydrate (starch and 
sugar) content...” 

Such a diet is the popular diet of 
a large portion of the population in 
this country today. 

“The investigation of Fletcher 
and Graham indicate a relation- 
ship between the atony and dilata- 
tion of the colon resulting from 
vitamin B deficiency and arthritic 
conditions. . . It is probable that 
in many diets which are assumed 
to be adequate the vitamin B con- 
tent is below the optimal level, 
and that gastro-intestinal abnor- 
malities are not uncommonly the 


result of mild grades of deficiency 


of this vitamin.” 

In a group of 60 patients with 
chronic arthritis there was evi- 
dence of atony of the colon in 65 
per cent and a number of these’ 
showed pronounced dilatation of 
the colon. aie 

Many overweight individuals 
have an abnormally high tolerance 
for carbohydrate (starches and 
sugars) and their efforts to reduce 
by dieting are defeated by periodic 
gorges, due to intense craving for 
such food. Their carbohydrate 
metabolism is faulty; they are in- 
capable of utilizing carbohydrate 
normally, somewhat in the same 
way as with diabetic patients. 
Progressive physicians find that if 
the diet is supplemented with op- 
timal daily rations of vitamins, 
these patients are able to metabol- 
ize or burn carbohydrate more ef- 
ficiently and do not suffer from 
periods of craving nor go on pe- 
riodic carbohydrate sprees. Vit- 
amin B is perhaps the most essen- 
tial, but the daily supplementary 
ration should include also vitamin 
G, vitamin D and vitamin C. 

Whatever the medical authori- 
ties thought about it two or three 
years ago, there is now sound 
physiologic foundation for the con- 
cept that the vitamin deficiency in 
the everyday diet of most Amer- 
icans is a factor in the develop- 
ment of obesity. Whether the dis- 
turbance of metabolism due to 
vitamin deficiency is associated 
with loss of appetite (as it is 
extreme vitamin B deficiency), or 
with abnormal craving for carbo- 
hydrate (as in less extreme B de- 
ficiency), the treatment or diet 
most likely to prove successful

Good eyes work overtime each 
Wednesday at the Red Cross so 


blind eyes may read. As a means 
of furthering their wide philan- 
thropical work, a group of mem- 
bers of the Atlanta Junior League 
have formed a class which meets 
once a week to translate manu- 
scripts into Braille. 

It is a tedious course requiring 
skill and patience and is under 
the direction of Miss Adelaide 
Nelson. The Junior League girls, 
however, are now well along on 
their course, which is the first 
step toward aiding those whose 
eyesight has. failed. Completed 
books in Braille are at the Krieg- 
shaber Memorial Lighthouse for 
the blind, which is one of the most 
up-to-date libraries for the blind 
in the United States. 

Work with the Braille transla- 
tions was first begun by the 
Junior League girls about 15 years 
ago. This year, however, the 
League’s twenty-first, the class 
studies lessoms and has the com- 
pleted manuscripts corected and 
crititcized before members’ are 
permitted to begin real work for 
the blind. 

In the class are Mrs. Martin Kil- 
patrick, Mrs. Bruce Montgomery, 
Mrs. William Minnich and Mrs. 
Lindsey Hopkins. They are now 
on lesson six in their course. Yes- 
terday they were hard at work 
with their Braille slates and their 
styluses. 

They must complete a 40-page 
manuscript, have it sent to the 
Braille transcribing section of the 
Library of Congress and have it 
corrected and approved . before 
they are graduated. When they 
complete the course they are pro- 
fessionals and may begin “to give 
their eyes so the blind may read.

NEW RELIEF FOUND ~ 
-FORNERVE VICTIMS 


Dr. Marion C. Pruitt Named 
Chairman of Southern 
Medical Section. 


NEW ORLEANS. Dec. 2. 
A new brain operation for the re- 
lief of athetosis, an agitating nerve 
disease which makes its victims 
appear to be constantly doing the 
“big apple” dance, was announced 
today before the Southern Medical 
Association. __ 
Dr. Roland M. Klemme, of St. 
Louis, Mo., declared that he had 
successfully treated four patients 
by removing a part of the cortex, 
or brain covering, in the pre-cen- 
tral area of the brain, which lies 
approximately below the top of 
the head. 

Apparently Hopeless. 
The operation has been done 
only on apparently hopeless cases 
in which violent circular motions 
of the hands and agitation of the 
fingers and toes goes on constant- 
ly due to a nerve disorder. 
The brain tissue removed is part 
of the motor area or section which 
controls voluntary movements of 
the body -and the operation appar- 
ently disconnects some of the 
nerve fibers running from _ the 
brain to the hands and feet, thus 
interrupting the electrical im- 
pulses which flow to them and 
cause the agitation, Dr. Klemme 
said. 
A similar operation on the pre- 
frontal lobes of the brain, which 
are believed to be the seat of in- 
telligence, is being used to relieve 
excessive worry and mental agi- 
tation among some patients in 
whom the symptoms have led 
them to the point of suicide. 

High Blood Pressure. 

Approximately three out of ev- 
ery four persons suffering from 
high blood pressure could be 
greatly relieved, Dr. F. P. Boswell, 
of Montgomery, Ala., told associa- 
tion members today, by X-ray 
treatment of the pituitary gland 
lying at the base of the brain and 
the adrenal glands attached to the 
top of the kidneys. 

Dr. Marion C. Pruitt, Atlanta, 
was elected chairman today of the 
proctology section of the associa- 
tion. Dr. James W. Davis, States- 
boro, Ga., was named secretary of 
the railway surgery section, and 
Dr. Dawson Allen, Milledgeville, 
Ga., was selected as vice chairman 
of the neurology and psychiatry 
division.

Paris Seeks to Scrap Treaty 
Forbidding Her to For- 
tify Frontier. 


PARIS, Dec. 2.—(#)—Edouard 
Daladier, minister of national de- 
fense, tonight told the chamber of 
deputies that France was seeking 
to scrap that section of the Ver- 
sailles treaty which forbids her to 
fortify her frontier with Switzer- 
land. 

He said conversations with the 
Swiss government had been “going 
on for a year.” 

Daladier’s disclosure came in an- 
swer to Deputy Rene Burtin, who 
declared there was danger Ger- 
many might attack France through 
Switzerland.

Georgia bankers yesterday hit 
at the proposed taxation of bank 
deposits in the bill classifying in- 
tangibles which is being consider- 
ed by the ways and means com- 


mittee of the house of represent-/ 


atives. 

R. E. Gormley, state superinten- 
dent of banks, speaking as a rep- 
resentative of both national and 
state banking institutions, declared 
any taxation will seriously jeop- 
ardize the banking business be- 
cause depositors will withdraw 
their money rather than pay the 
tax. 

His statement was supported by 
L. E. Mallon, director of a bank 
at Folkston, and Otis G. Price, 
Swainsboro banker. 

Study Is Planned. 

Anticipating the necessity - for 
further debate on the proposed in- 
tangible bill, which would tax 
money and bank deposits 50 cents 
per $1,000 of actual value, Repre- 
sentative Freeman, of Bibb, chair- 
man, appointed a five-man sub- 
committee to study the bill intro- 
duced by Parker, of Colquitt, and 
others. 

Gross, of Stephens, was named 
chairman, with Lanham, of Floyd, 
Turner, of DeKalb; Carmichael, 
of Cobb, and Trapnell, of Candler, 
as members. 

The Parker bill in addition to 
the 50 cent tax on each $1,000 of 
bank deposits also provides a 
similar tax on all indebtedness to 
brokers for securities bought on 
margin, and a tax of $3 on each 
$1,000 of actual value in all other 
types of intangible property. 

Banks to Collect. 

Banks would be required to pay 
the tax on deposits for the owner 
of the money. The average yearly 
deposit would be computed from 
amounts on deposit the first day of 
April, July, October and January. 

Gormley declared bankers fa- 
vored some parts of the bill but 
suggested that it be amended to 
tax money not more than 10 cents 
per $1,000, and that the banks not 
be required to collect the tax for 
the state. Funds of out-of-state 
persons should be exempted, he 
said. 

He cited the high taxes al- 
ready paid by banks and predicted 
the institutions will absorb any 
tax that is placed on deposits rath- 
er than risk losing the funds. 

Oppose Back Taxes. 

Even as leaders of the adminis- 
tration planned to drive the intan- 
gibles bill through, with possibly | 
some changes, efforts to stop the. 
state’s “farming out” of collections | 
on back taxes on intangibles were 
introduced in the legislature. 

Representative Evans, of Mc- 
Duffie, authored a resolution to 
declare it against “‘public policy” 
for John Armistead, tax investi- 
gator, to receive 20 per cent of 
back taxes collected for the state 
by him. The Evans paper pointed 
out Armistead has listed $100,000,-
